Tragedy revealed 
on Mt.Borah

MOUNT BORAH - Guy 
Campbell and Von Howard set out 
last Thanksgiving to climb Mount 
Borah, Idaho's highest pcak^ 
t They never returned, however," 
to tell their fomlllcs about the 
glories of the iz,G62-foot mountain 
which towers majestically over the 
land cast of U.S. 93 about 20 miles 
north of Mockay. 

Two weeks ago the bodies of the 
two young Idaho Falls mountain 
climbers were discovered In an 
avalanche bowl on the northwest 
face of Borah, 



X'ampbclJ, 21, "and Howard, 22, 
had been swallowed by an 
— avalanche and lay burled for nine 
months under 30 feet ofsnow. 
— The-warmAugustsurrmelteaTIie 
last few feet of snow which covered 
the lost mountoln climbers and 
about noon on Saturday, Aug. ic, 
mountain searchers finally re^ 
covered the bodies of the two 
young men. 

"They made a sponstaneous 
move and paid an ultimate price. " 

These were the words of an 
Idaho mountain rescue climber 
Inst November after he hod been 
lifted by helicopter off the wind- 
loshed and snow-covered slopes of 
Borah. 

He had spent the day Walking 
snowflclds and scouring avnlance 
'bowIs~1n~senrch~or"Campbctr and~ 
Hownrd, who set out hastily 
Thanksgiving evening on a trip to 
climb Mount Borah before the deep 
winter snows fell. 



Campbell was an experienced 
outdoorsmnn— and - mountain 
climber and " Tor months he 
reportedly had promised to take 
his brother-in-law out Into the 
mountains ond teach him about 
cllrnl)]ngandlui"th"rills. ' 

The two climbers were found 
with their climbing gear at the 
bottom of the avalonche bow] Just 
above tlmbcrllne at about the 
9,000-root level, according to 
Custer County Sheriff's Dispatcher 
Sandy James. 

She said the two young men were • 
apparently Just returning from 
climbin g an Ice wa ll on Borah's 
north ,fnce when the avalanche 
broke. They died quickly, she said, ' 
because they lay face down - 
beneathi an estima t ed w-ioot "snow "" 
■pack7~Thc"re were no signs of 
struggle. 

More than 300 people Ignored 
strong winds and sub-freezing 
temperatures last November to 
search for the two climbers who 
had been lost on Borah. 

Search crews found sleeping 
bags and a backpack In the 
tlmberllne of the northwest face of 
the mountain. The gear ■ was 
packed and lined neatly at a'bose 
camp as If the climbers had begun 
an ascerit and planned to return for 
the equipment on the way down. 

But despite searches throughout

mountain rescue teams couldn't 
find, any other traces of the lost.- 
climbers'. After five days the/ 



search was called off, although 
-.; family members and the climbers' 
friends stayed longer.

continued to search-Borah for the 

missing bodies almost every 
weekend this summer. 

And on the weekend of Aug. 2G, 
search and rescue teams from 
Custer, Bonneville, Butte nnd 
Lemhi Counties also gathered to' 
■ search themountoln one last' time 
before the winter snows began to 
<■ fall again.
